DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Pre-Amendment 



1 . This Office Action is in response to Pre-Amendment filed on February 19, 2003. 
Claims 33, 55, 62, 67, 73, 78, 82 and 86 have been amended. 

Claims 33-40 and 55-86 are pending in the present application at the time for examination. 
Claims 33-40 and 55-86 arc renumbered as in new claims 1-40. 



2. Claims 33-40 and 55-86 are allowed.

Claims are allowable over the prior art for at least the reason that the prior art fails to teach 
or reasonably suggests a method and an apparatus of a logic device and a memory device 
structure on a single substrate comprising a second transistor ^ wherein the second transistor 
includes a second dielectric layer of a second thickness different from the first thickness, due to a 
top layer which exhibits a high resistance to oxidation at high temperatures or a high resistance 
to boron penetration at high temperatures as set forth in the claimed combination, wherein the 
top layer located on the first dielectric layer of a first thickness.
